cover in about 12 hours. In three 
davs all were pronounced cured. 

A month later chloromycetin 
was to show further promise 
against epidemic typhus—-this time 
in Mexico City 

There, two researchers from the 
Army medical in Washing- 
ton -Dr. Joseph Smadel and 
iA. BH. L. bey “encour- 
aging results” of 
five cases 

The Case of Ricksettsta. 

Best bet hitherto against any of 
the ricksettsia type of organism 
has been a_ synthetic chemical 
called para-amino-henzoic ‘acid 
paba” for short. This has been 
used in human cases of scrub and 
epidemic typhus and also Rocky 
Mountain spotted fever. But, to 
have any effect at all, the drug 
must be given very early in the 
disease—and large doses of it 
may be harmful to man. 

Smadel! and his co-workers have 
also tried against rickettsia a 
drug that the Germans developed 
during the war called nitro- 
acridin It proved about as ef- 
fective as paba in experimental 
animals—but was more toxic.

Against those viruses chloromy- 
cetin had an experimental effect 
about equal to that of penicillin. 
But in such ills penicillin must De 
injected in large doses and early. 
Chloromycetin worked even when 
administered 10 days after inva 
sion of the germs—and when 
given by mouth

WASHINGTON, July 29 (AP)— 
The Army said today that if 
enough men continue to volun- 
teer, maybe the draft will not be 
used, 

Lt. Gen. Willard 8S. Paul, chief 
of Army personnel, held out that 
hope to draft-age men in report- 
ing that 18085 volunteered the 
first two weeks of July. This is 
more than half the 30,000 monthiv 
average the Army has figured it 
would need in the next year to 
boost its strength from 542,000 to 
790,000. 

Paul noted. however, that three- 
year enlistments of 240.000 soldiers 
are now expiring. He said the 
Army is making an intensive drive 
to get these trained men to sign 
up for another hitch. 

Despite the- volunteer upsurge, 
draft officials are proceeding with 


'preparations to organize a mili- 


tary manpower stockpile from 
which the Armed Services can 
draw as needed beginning around 
Oct. i.

Good News: Last Year's Garment if in Good Condition Need Not Be Discarded From Wardrobe

AST year’s hood has become a 
L cape, precious furs are hidden 

in the linings and back full- 
ness is tucked away between deep 
folds of the new coats on display 
by leading New York designers. 

St. Louis women who are ac- 
customed to purchasing their win- 
ter coats in late July or August 
will find that the changes of style 
are subtle rather than sudden, and 
that a last vear’s coat in good 
condition need not be discarded 
from their wardrobe. There is 
more flattery to the silhouettes, 
more attention to gracefulness 
and greater emphasis upon the 
beauty of the fabrics. Fur may 
be used lavishly or not at all, de- 
pending upon the preference of 
the purchaser. 


Most versatile coat in the col- 
lections is the full coat which has 
a belt to be worn in various ways 
or discarded completely. Such a 
style usually is made of a very 
soft, fleecy woolen. Slits in the 
material make it possible to belt 
in the back only, to belt all ex- 
cept the sides or center front, or 
to girdle the coat entirely. There 
are many styles of a semi-casual 
nature which change their ap- 
pearance and their degrees of in- 
formality merely by the adjust- 
ment of a belt or the arrangement 
of a collar. Since the back full- 
ness of most of these coats is ar- 
ranged in deep pleats, elimina- 
tion of the belt entirely does not 
necessarily mean a bulky effect. 


If a woman wants. something 
entirely different, she has several 
types from which to choose. There 
is Monte-Sano’s tartar silhouette. 
for example, which is an ‘interest- 
ing short coat that is _ belted, 
bloused and flared as to peplum.

In Medicine 


By C. A. Dean, M.D. 


EW people realize how intcn- 
fF sively the physician must pre- 

pare for his work. After 
graduation from high school he 
must undertake the usual four- 
year college course, or its equiva- 
lent. At this time, in addition to 
the usual liberal arts courses, he 
becomes well grounded in_ the 
basic medical sciences, such 4s 
biology, chemistry and physics. 

He next attends a _ /fotr-year 
medical course. The first two 
years here are devoted to the so- 
called pre-clinical course, studying 
anatomy (structure of body or- 
gans), physiology ‘(how these 
organs work), pathology (study 
of diseased organs, bacteriology 
‘study of bacteria), and biochem- 
istry, (chemical study of the 
body and bodily processes), The 
last two years, the so-called clini- 
cal years, are spent in close con- 
tact with patients, and pursuing 
such studies of diseases and ili- 
nesses based upon the _ funda- 
mental courses which he has al- 
ready completed. 

A two-year interneship follows 
during which time the young phy- 
Sicilian gets a more practical 
training. After this interneship, he 
may either start out in his own 
general practice, or spend an addi- 
tional three to five years training 
for one of the specialties. 


Question: “What causes the 
lymph glands to turn te calcium?
